Russian Casualties. 


St. Petersburg, 'Aug. IS.—Official re- 


ports were received here todaj from 
Port Arthur giving the number of cas 
ualities there between Aug. R and 10 
when the Japanese troops made an 
other desperate effort to capture the 
Port.

Russian officers and 248 men were kill- 
ed. 35 officers and

wound ed^-and one office and Su men 
are missing. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 1C.—The expec- 


tation here is that Port Arthur will 
fall at any moment. Especial signi- 
ficance is attached to the fact that 
Lieutenant General Stoessel's wife and 
children went to Chefoo on board the 
Ryeshitelni. 


A dispatch from Liao Yang indicates 


a belief in the retirement further north 
of tlse Russian army. The dispatch 
says that the Russo-Chiriese bank at 
Liao Yang is preparing to remove to 
Tajmghsien, an^that the bank at Muk- 
oen" Is"apparently about to close.

Telegrams re- 
porting them back to Port Arthur have 
not been confirmed up to this hour 
It 


is apparent that Vice Admiral Togo 
either cannot or will not say where 
they have gone. 
The admiralty of- 


ficials declare they do not know, but 
they refuse to believe that out of five 
battleships not a single ono managed 
to break through to Vladivostok. 


Vice Admiral Togo's report of his 


own damage mentions only a few 
ships, which is believed to indicate 
that the others have not rejoined his 
fleet. It is more than probable that 
Admiral Withoft before 
going out 


fixed a rendexvor.s to which the ves- 
sels would proceed if separated, and it 
is likewise more than probable that 
this rendezvous was anywhere except 
at Port Arthur, the most likely point 
being between Shanghai and Kiusiu 
(the most southerly of the three prin- 
cipal islands of Japan), v.-bich is on 
the circular route to Vladivostok. 
The Czarsvi'cb was evidently heading 
for this point when she was compelled 
by the damages shs sustained to turn 
aside and enter Tsingtau.

Once upon a time Coogan was 
champion batsman of the Eastern 
Baseball league, and he is thankful 
for the rigid discipline he was then 
placed under. He has endeavored to 
follow the same methods in his busi- 
ness life, but for years he was frus- 
trated because of the seeming impos- 
sibility of drilling his staff of mes- 
senger boys into a recognition of dis- 
ciplinary efforts. 


Coogan fancied Newark boys to be 


the same as boys are everywhere. 
"Rush" messages were always to them 
of less importance than to discover by 
reading to the end of the story how 
"Butts, the boy detective," got the 
drop on Scar Seamed Sam, the senti- 
mental sailor, and saved the fortune 
for Little Lady Lucy, the beautiful 
•waif. 


It was also in keeping with the mes- 


senger boy's code of ethics to smoke 
a cigarette before he answered a hur- 
ry call. 


Manager Coogan studied the problem 


of the reformation of the messenger 
boy. He tried discharging them, but 
this brought only temporary relief, as 
the newcomers soon fell into the easy 
habits of their predecessors. 
After 


years of study Coogan has evolved the 
scheme that has branded him as being 
of the stuff heroes are made of. He 
put his plan into effect a few days ago, 
and the change he has wrought, even 
in a brief time, has been wonderful. 


In effect he has divorced the boy 


from the novel, caused -him to look up- 
on the "paper smoke" with loathing 
and turn his head away in honest hor- 
ror at the sight of a colored boy with 
a couple of dice in his hand. 


He called his thirty boys together 


and said: 


"Boys, I have come to the conclusion 


that we can get along much better if 
•we adopt a little co-operative plan I 
have in mind. That means that we 
should work to help each other. Now, 
I am authorized by the company to 
promise you all an increase of pay. 
Some of you will get $1, some .?2 and 
some $3 a month more than you are 
now getting. Maybe you will all get 
the $3. It will depend upon yourselves. 


"In order to become entitled to this 


increase you will have to promise me 
these things: 
During the next six 


months you will not smoke cigarettes 
nor read dime novels during business 
hours; you must promise not to curse 
or swear, gamble with dice or in any 
other form and deliver your messages 
promptly. If you do all these things I 
-will agree that the company shall pay 
for your uniforms and give you some 
more money." 


The proposition came as a surprise. 


It tickled the boys. Every one of them 
solemnly subscribed to the promises 
exacted. They also willingly agreed to 
forfeit certain portions of their expect- 
ed raise for each fall from grace, and 
the new order of things was at once 
established. The success of the plan 
of Coogan has thus far been complete. 


"The change produced in my boys is 


• wonderful," he said but recently. "They 


have entered heartily into the spirit of 
the thing, and they are adhering strict- 
ly to the conditions. I made it plain to 
them that I did not seek to make 
saints of them, but merely to engage 
with them in a plain business proposi- 
tion for our mutual benefit. There has 
not been a serious breach committed as 
yet, and I believe the boys will become 
so accustomed to the change that the 
benefit to them in a moral sense will be 
far greater than the gain they will re- 
ceive in their pay."

A mixture of culm and water will be 


the fire fighting agent This not only 
smothers the fire 'wherever it reaches 
it, but hardens into a mass almost as 
solid as coal, and forms a pillar which 
prevents the workings caving. It will 
have the valuable effect in this case 
of extinguishing the fire and filling 
up the fire eaten workings so that the 
adjoining pillars, which have support- 
ed these workings, may be removed. 
The company will thus gain great 
quantities of coal which could not oth- 
erwise be touched. 


Four 100 horsepower boilers have 


been erected on the banks of the 
Schuylkill river and will operate two 
mammoth duplex pumps, which will 
pour into the mine 1,728,000 gallons of 
water every day.

arms. The locks and magazines of the 
rifles went in one ship, the stocks and 
barrels in another, and each was billed 
as machinery. 
But they were con- 


signed to the same house in Yokohama.

Chicago, AUET. 1C.—Mayor Harrison's 


efforts to brjisi about peace formed the 
i'eature of the strike situation today. 
There was not muoh to cheer the may- 
or, but he worked industriously des- 
pite poor prospects. It was stated this 
morning that the packers have afFeady 
rejected a proposal that they enter ;ip- 
on new peace negotiitions. 


Chicago, Aug 1C.—At the request of 


the retail dealers. Mayor Harrison is 
attempting to settle the stock yard.-; 
strike. He met at 10 a. m the rep- 
resentatives of the strikers and heard 
their side of the controversy. Later 
in the day ho will have a mooting with 
representatives of the packer's and lis- 
ten to their statement, and ho will 
then undertake the task of reconciling 
the differences. 


There were a number of other con- 


ferences, all having the settlement of 
the strike in view, but none of them 
resulted in anything. 
It is now as- 


serted that the alleged secret meet- 
ing between the packers and the strik- 
ers Monday was arranged for by W E. 
Skinner, assistant general manager of 
the Union Stock Yards & Transit com- 
pany. It is said that hp went to Pres- 
ident Donnelly of the Butchers' union 
with a written proposition providing 
that the packers reinstate their old 
men as rapidly as possible, and that 
the question of wages should be left 
to arbitration. It is said that he told 
President Donnelly that if he would 
sign the 
proposition, ?.lr. Skinner 


would undertake to see that it was 
signed by J Ogden Armour 
Donnelly 


said that he could not sign, as he was 
compelled to submit all propositions of 
settlement to the allied trades before 
he could take action. He agreed to do 
this and Ufc representatives of the 
allied trades accepted the proposition 
with the insertion of the clause, "If 
all details can be satisfactorily ar- 
ranged." 


The numerous assaults that have 


been taking place every day and night 
in the neighborhood of the stock yards 
have stirred the police to more ener- 
getic action than 
they have taken 


heretofore. Inspector Hunt, who is in 
charge of all the police stationed 
around the yards, ordered that all men 
picketing the jards> .should be com- 
pelled to move on and sho ild be ar- 
rested if th"1' dec!ir;o,l to do so.

On the battlefield of Antietam Mr. 


Met'lure met General William J. 1'aim- 
er, then a captain, and strongly urged 
him not to continue his movements as 
a spy after Lee had crossetf. into Vir
